•aid  he  had  gone  abourd  ghlvleya 
boat  in  November  for  the  first  time 
On  the  ninth,  he  said,  he  was  at  Shlv- 
ley'a  ranch,  when  he  received  a  tale- 
gram  from  Shlvley  from  Belltngham 
asking  him  to  bring  up  the  "stuff  " 
By  thia.  witness  explained.  Shlvley  had 
meant  R  suitcase  of  caps  and  labels 
for  bottles  This  was  what  had  taken 
him  to  Belltngham.  where  Johnaon 
had  seen  him.

K.C.,  for  fifty-three  Western  Canadian 
fruit  and  produce  dealers  who  are 
awaiting  trial  in  Aaaixe  Court  on  con- 
spiracy and  other  charged,  Mr.  Jus- 
tice D.  A.  McDonald  toduy  .Urected 
that  defendants'  counsel  should  have 
complete  und  unrestricted  access  to 
their  books  and  documents,  which 
I  were  seized  by  the  Royal  Canadian 
Mounted  Police  and  ara  collected 
here. 

Mr.    Sinclair   complained    that  his

and  he  said  that  the  task  of  prepar- 
ing defen.  *•  hud  been  made  very'  dif- 
ficult   because    Mr.    J.    C.  McRuer. 
crown    prosecutor,    had   some  papers 
In  the  police  burracka  and  others  In 
his  office  and  that,  when  tracing  shlp- 
■  ments.    It    was    necessary    to  consult 
document*  and  books  in  these  differ- 
ent place*.    He  said  that  Mr.  McRuer 
hindered  the  defence  because  h*  in- 
sisted   on    knowing    what  documents 
were  being  used  for  the  defence. 

Mr.  McRuer  said  the  application 
was  to  embarrass  the  crown.

Mr.  Sinclair  offered  to  pay  the  ex- 
pense g|  transferring  the  books  and 
documents,  estimated  to  be  two  car- 
loads, from  the  R.C.M.P.  barracks  to 
the  courthouse.

That,  in  effect,  is  the  meaning  of  Mr. 
Mackenzie  King'*  decision  t*>  retain 
the  reins  of  power  and  to  await  the 
decision  of  Parliament  on  the,  popu- 
larity of  his  Government.  His  course 
of  action  has,  it  would  seem,  been  de- 
cided by  his  Quebec  supporters.  More 
than  sixty  per  cent  of  his  following 
comes  from  the  Province  of  Quebec, 
and  it  is  but  natural  that  the  French- 
Canadian  vote  should  have  the  main 
say  in  dictating  the  path  he  must 
pursue  in  the  present  circumstances. 

When   Mr.   Mackenzie  King  was 
touring  the  country  in  the  late  elec- 
tion campaign  he  made  the  specific 
statement  that  if  he  was  not  returned 
to  power  with  a  majority  sufficient 
to  enable  him  to  carry  on  the  Gov- 
ment,  he  would  immediately  ask  for 
another  dissolution  of  Parliament  and 
would  appeal  to  the  people  again. 
He  has  forgotten  that  promise.  In 
his  statement  of  his  intention  to  re- 
tain power  and  meet  Parliament  he 
has  made  the  following  promise:  '  In 
the  interval    until     Parliament  as- 
sembles it  is  the  intention  of  the  Gov- 
ernment to  refrain  from  making  ap- 
pointments beyond  such  as  are  essen- 
tia for  the  proper  carrying  on  of  the 
public  business."    This  promise,  with 
its  qualification,  may  or  may  not  be 
observed.     Mr.  King  has  broken  so 
many  promises  that  the  people  are 
distrustful  of  his  actions.    The  quali- 
fication contained  in    the  foregoing 
promise  might  easily,  for  instance,  be 
ioterpreted  by  the  Prime  Minister  as 
warranting    the      appointment  of 
Senator*  and  judges,  to  existing  va- 
cancies.   In  fact,  it  rrftght  be  made  to 
cover  the  whole  gamut  of  appoint- 
ments that  come  within  the  scope  of 
a  Federal  Government. 

The  main  fact  which  emerges  from 
Mr.  King's  announcement  of  the 
Government's  course  is  that  at  all 
costs,  and  despite  what  the  opinion 
of  the  country  might  be,  he  desires  to 
retain  office.  His  Government,  Mr. 
Mackenzie  King  himself  will  be  pre- 
pared to  admit,  is  a  Liberal  Govern- 
ment.   The  Liberal    Party  was  de 

himself  and 
isters  are 

without  seats  in  the  new    House  of 
Commons.     His  policies,     as  enun- 
ciated to  the  people  in  the  election 
campaign,  were  defeated,  whereas,  on 
the  basis  of  the  votes  cast,  the  policy 
of  Protectioft — the  National  Policy — 
was  endorsed.    Mr.  King  hopes  to  re- 
tain office  by  the  votes  of  the  Pro- 
gressives and  Labor  members,  and  it 
is  quite  possible  that  for  the  time  be- 
ing he  will. succeed.    His  party  now 
represents  •  strange,  almost  an  un- 
holy alliance — the   Free  Trade  Pro- 
gressives and  the  Protectionist  sup- 
porters from  Quebec.    Quebec  is  the 
dominant  factor    in    the  Canadian 
political  situation,  but  it  is  not  dom- 
inant enough  to  restore  the  protec^ 
tive  barriers  of    the    nation's  well- 
being  which  the  Liberals  have  been 
steadily  destroying  during  their  four 
years  in  power.    That  is  a  task  that 
could  be  only  be  accomplished  by  the 
Conservatives.

NEW  ZEALAND'S  VERDICT

New  Zealand  has  given  her  latest 
political  verdict  with  no  uncertain 
voice.     The  country  has    not  only 
sustained  the  Government  of  Mr.  J. 
G.  Coates,  but  it  has  given  him  a  sub- 
stantial majority  over  both  the  other 
parties.    In  the  last  House  such  a  ma- 
jority did  not  exist  and  Government 
was  carried  on  by  a  species  of  com-' 
promise.    That  will  be  necessary  no 
longer.    The  Reform  Party  has  won 
a  decisive  victory.    The  Nationalists, 
ampng,  whom  were  a  number  of  erst- 
while   Liberals.      have      had  their 
reprc«cntation  reduced  from  twenty- 
live  to  ten  and  Labor  members  are 
reduced  from    seventeen  to  twelve. 
Labor  lost  because  of  the    state  of 
public  feeling  aroused  over  the  sea- 
men's strike,  while  the  Nationalists 
suffered  a  decline  in  their  fortunes 
because  they  appear  to  have  lacked 
policies  with  a  popular    appeal.  Mr. 
Coates  undoubtedly  won  hit  great 
triumph  on  the  strength  of  construc- 
tive policies.     He  has  definite  immi- 
gration plans,  measures  for  increas- 
ing   industrial    prosperity,    and  he 
represents  the  sound,  solid  sense  of 
New  Zealand  in  proving  an  admirable 
sue  r«sor  to  the  late  Premier  Massey.

Witchcraft  was  punishable  by  the 
civil  magistrates  of  ancient  Rome,  but 
neither  there.  nor  In  Northern 
Europe,  wm  the  offence  considered 
as  antagonistic  to  religidn.  In  s.  me 
Instance*  the  witch  want  supposed  to 
work  with  spirit*  friendly  to  man- 
kind, and  »o,  though  they  feared  h*r 
profession,  a  certain  section  of  the 
people  held  her  In  honor. 

A  change  can  be  noted  after  the 
Introduction  of  Christianity  In.Mea.I 
of  the  powers  of  the  witch  being 
aeerlbed  to  Odin,  to  the  gods,  to  spir- 
its of  good  or  evil  repute,  the  people  . 
imputed  them  all  to  Satan.  They 
believed  that  the  Kvll  One  had  en- 
tered Into  a  compact  with  the  witch 
I  whereby,  in  return  for  her  soul  at 
death,  he  was  to  grant  u!l  her  de- 
sires and  assist  her  in  her  project*. 
Krom  u  trick  in  practical  magic  and 
at  the  worst  only  a  ctvll  offence, 
witchcraft  became  a  crime  of  the 
deepest  dye.  meriting  the  most  severe 
punishment  of  both  the  civil  and  ec- 
clesiastical powers. 

Starting  from  the  fifth  century  and 
with  slow  but  sure  gains  in  fores  and 
culminating  In  the  flftecnt  h  century, 
u  new  character  was  being  substitut- 
ed for  the  devil.  The  finished  product 
was  a  combination  of  the  character- 
istics of  the  Scandinavian  Lokke  with 
those  of  a  Satyr  of  the  heathen  my- 
thology, a  personage  wicked  and  roa- 
iloious,  but  rendered  ludicrous  by  the 
endowment  of  horns,  tail  and  cloven 
hoofs,  lie  was  said  to  be  able  to  as- 
sume any  disguise  that  suited  his 
purpose. 

This  belief  was  not  confined  to  the 
credulous  or  to  the  Illiterate.  Authors 
of  noted  talent  relate  with  due  seri- 
ousness that  the  devil  once  delivered 
a  course  of  lectures  on  magic  at  Sala- 
manca, duly  wtgged  and  gowned, 
thst  he  lived  In  great  style  in  a  great 
house  at  Milan,  under  the  suspicious- 
ly appropriate  name  of ' the  Duke  of 
Mammon.  Even  Martin  Luther  had 
belief  In  the  reality  of  the  Evil  One 
and  accused  him  of  stealing  nuts  at

IRREOULAR  EXPENDITURES 

Premier  Oliver  admits  an  error,  or 
errors,  in  the  estimates  of  the  cost  of 
the    University    buildings    at  Point 
Grey,  with  the  result  that  there  were 
"over-commitments"       of  public 
moneys.    Why  not  use  the  proper 
the  adequate  and  the  constitutional 
terms  that  are  applied  to  a  Govern- 
ment making  expenditures  for  which 
it  has  no    parliamentary  sanction? 
There  is,  or  should  be,  in  what  is 
known  as  exchequer  control  a  method 
of  preventing  the  unauthorized  issue 
of  public  money.    What    hat  hap 
pened  in  British  Columbia  shows  that 
the  exchequer  is  powerless  to  prevent 
an  irregular  expenditure.    In  the  in 
stance  unde*  discussion  it  was  prob 
ably  a  party  to  the  irregularity  which 
took  place. 

Premier  Oliver  knows  that  "the 
control  of  the  exchequer  over  the 
issues  of  public  money  is  based  upon 
an  admitted  principle  of  our  con- 
stitutional svstem.  that  no  money  is 
legally  available  for  public  services 
but  that  which  has  been  placed  at  the 
disposal  of  (  Government  by  Parlia- 
ment." 

Government  is  unable  to  obtain  from 
the  exchequer  any  money  but  what  is 
drawn    against    some    specific  Par- 
liamentary grant.    There  have  been 
other  instances  besides  this  one  in 
British  Columbia  w*iere  Governments 
have  been  guilty  of  misapplication, 
or  expenditure  in  excess  of  parlia 
mentary  grants.

Jury's  Decision 

Manslaughter    Verdict  Wrong, 
Declares  Bench— No  Evi- 
dence to  Justify  It 

WINNIPEG.  Nov.  0  — A  Jury  in  a* 
size  court  today  brought  In  a  verdict 

of  manslaughter  against   VVasyl  Po- 

boda. 

Poboda  shot  and  killed  Daniel 
Zatore  at  Arborg.  Manitoba.  March  6. 
foUowing  a  dispute  over  payment 
which  he  alleged  Zatore  had  with- 
held after  completion  of  a  wood-cut- 
ting contract. 

Mr.  Justice  Macdonald  severely 
criticized  the  Jury's  findings.  He  ex- 
pressed the  opinion  that  the  Jury  had 
brought  In  a  verdict  of  manslaughter 
because  they  feared  the  man  on  trial 
for  a  capital  charge  might  hang. 
Thl«  was  wrong,  be  said,  because  In 
every  case  the  evidence  could  be  re- 
viewed at  Ottawa. 

In  summing  up  the  case  before  the 
Jury  earlier  In  the  day.  Mr.  Justice 
Macdonald  had  stated  that  there  was 
no  evidence  that  would  Justify  a 
manslaughter  verdict,  and  that  Po- 
boda should  either  be  found  guilty 
of  murder  or  acquitted.

Canada  Western  Railway,  incorpor- 
ated 1889.  granted  subsidy  of  20.000 
acres  for  each  mile  of  railway  built. 

Canadian  Northern  Pacific,  under 
the  act  of  1913.  the  Province  guar- 
anteed the  bonds  of  the 'company  to 
an  amount  not  exceeding  $35,000  per 
mile  for  certain  extensions,  and  In 
1914.  the  Province  added  to  lta  re- 
sponalbilltiea  by  guaranteeing  bonds 
covering  the  main  line  of  the  railway 
to  the  extent  of  $10,000  per  mile. 

Cassiar  Central  Railway,  incorpor- 
ated 1  St 7.  granted  subsidy  of  blocks 
of  land  four  miles  square  not  to  ex- 
ceed 10.240  acres  per  mile  of  railway 
built,  and  In  the  aggregate  not  to  ex- 
ceed 700.000  acres. 

Coast-Kootenay  Railway.  Incorpor- 
ated 1901.  granted  subsidy  of  $4,500 
per  mile  of  railway  to  be  built,  not 
exceeding  350  miles. 

Mr.  Perry  named  the  subsidies  In 
both  money  uud  acreage  offered 
twenty-three  additional  instances. 
No  Land  or  Bonus  tilvcn 
Nut  an  acre  of  laud  had  been  given 
to  the  Pacific  Ortat  Eastern  Railway, 
he  pointed  out.  and  not  u  dollar  of  a 
bonus.  The  Federal  Oovernment  had 
In  several  Instances  assisted  railroads 
In  BrltiFh  Columbia,  yet  th»-  Dominion 
authorities  had  not  contributed  a  cent 
towards  the  construction  or  upkeep  of 
the  P.O  E  .  although  the  P  C  K  was 
a  genuine  colonization  railroad.  He 
considered  It  only  reasonable  to  sup- 
pose thut  the  Federal  authorities 
should  contribute  some  assistance. 

Referring  to  the  three  possible 
courses  the  Oovernment  might  follow 
in  regard  to  the  road.  Mr.  Perry 
warned  the  House  that  if  It  waa  de- 
cided to  pull  up  the  rails  and  so  cut 
the  annual  loss,  the  people  would  still 
be  called  upon  to  pay  Interest  charges 
on  a  debt  of  nearly  $50,000,000.  If,  on 
the  other  hand,  the  Oovernment  went 
ahead  and  finished  the  road  so  that  It 
would  have  a  beginning  and  an  end. 
and  adopted  a  policy  of  progress, 
there  would  he  hope  ahead.  He  was 
convinced,  he  salt),  that  the  Oovern- 
ment must  moke  a  c  lear-cut  decision 
this  session,  and  If  the  Oovernment 
continued  to  drift  as  it  had  In  the 
past,  such  drift  was  an  admission  on 
Its  part  that  It  was  Incompetent  to 
deal  with  the  problem. 

Writing-off  Ad« orated 
The  cost  of  completing  the  road 
from  Qucsnel  to  Prince  Oeorge  would 
be  between  one  and  one  and  a  half 
million  dollars,  he  ssld.  Hte^el  was  al- 
ready laid  from  Prince  Oeorge  to  a 
point  seventeen  and  n  half  miles 
wouth  and  from  Queenel  to  a  point 
about  twelve  miles  north.  The  gap. 
which  was  about  forty-five  miles  long, 
hail  been  graded,  and  It  would  be 
necessary  to  build  a  bridge  over  the 
Cottonwood  River.  The  steel  for  this 
project,  however,  had  already  been 
fabricated  and  paid  for. 

The  speaker  estimated  that  there 
were  700.000  acres  of  land  between 
Wuesnel  and  Prince  Oorge.  and  at 
least  1.000  settlers  could  be  placed 
there. 

In  spite,  however,  of  the  fact  that 
extension  of  the  road  to  Prince 
Oeorg*  would  open  up  valuable  coun- 
rry  and  would  contribute  to  the  rev- 
enue of  the  road,  auch  action  would 
not  solve  the  whole  problem.  Mr 
Perry  said.  As  a  separate  corporate 
entity  the  road  had  no  chance  to  pay. 
He  advocated  the  writing-off  of  all 
debt  charged  against  the  road  over 
and  above  the  actual  cost  of  construc- 
tion. $28,000,000.  All  accumulated 
debt  over  that  figure  should  be 
charged  to  the  Provincial  debt  All 
receipts  derived  by  the  Oovernment 
from  taxes  on  lands  contiguous  to  the 
road  and  from  all  other  sources  from 
such  lands,  industries  and  sources  of 
revenue  thereon,  should  he  credited 
to  the  road,  and  in  addition,  the  Oov- 
ernment should  make  a  grant  of  land 
to  the  rond  on  the  same  basis  as  it 
had  granted  land  to  other  roads  Huch 
b\nd  grants  would  be  used  for  rolonl- 
xatlon  purposes. 

Country  Should  bo  Opened 
Kven  then,  he  said,  the  road  would 
not  pay  Its  way.  In  order  to  bring 
that  so-murh-to-be-devlred  slate  Into 
being,  the  Oovernment  would  have  to 
adopt  an  aggrea.  lve  policy  with  a 
view  to  encouraging  frame  for  the 
line,  and  he  was  convinced  that  the 
only  place  where  sufficient  traffic 
could  be  obtained  was  In  the  Peace 
River  country  That*  region,  he  aald. 
contained  74.000  000  acres  of  land, 
much  of  it  being  arable.  According 
to  a  Dominion  Oovernment  report 
issued  in  1921.  9. 21$. 000  acres  had 
been  surveyed  and.  at  that  time. 
1.78$.AOO  acres  had  been  taken  up  by 
settlers 

The  Peace  River  country  consti- 
tuted the  only  region  in  the  world,  he 
said  where  virgin  land  of  high  grade 
could  be  obtained  The  British  Co- 
lumbia Oovernment  hHd  the  key  to 
the  region  and  it  should  not  delay  In 
turning  that  key  and  opening  the 
«/>untry  to  settlement  The  eye»  of 
the  world  were  directed  towards  the 
Peace  River  eounlry  and  the  only  bar 
to  Its  settlement  and  future  prosperity 
was  the  lark  of  a  suitable  nutlet  for 
Its  produce  to  the  Pacific  Coast. 
Is  Only  Notulion

country  will  increase  the  public  debt 
of  British  Columbia."  Sir.  Perry  aald. 

But  the  people  of  this  Province  for 
years  have  been  called  irpon  to  cerrv 
the  huge  p  Q  I  debt  already  evolved, 
and  I  believe  they  will  look  with  favor 
upon  a  plan  that  will  shift  their  bur-

The  speaker  contended  that  the  ex- 
tension of  steel  to  tap  the  Peace  lllxer 
Country  was  not  so  stupendous  an  un- 
dertaking as  It  looked  on  first  sight, 
and  he  was  thoroughly  convinced  that 
It  offered  the  only  softitlon  to  the 
P.O  E.  problem.  The  Peace  River 
country,  once  supplied  with  easy* 
transportation  to  the  Pacific  Coast, 
would  develop  with  exceptional  rapid- 
ity. New  towns  and  villages  and  cities 
would  spring  up:  industries  would 
come  into  being;  prosperity  would  be- 
come more  ihun  a  delusion,  and  the 
railroad  problem  of  British  Columbia 
would,  automatically  be  solved  be- 
cause traffic  on  the  road  would  In- 
crease to  an  extent  that  would  assure 
sufficient  revenue  to  the  road  to  pay 
Its  way.  Development  and  settlement 
In  the  Peace  River  district  would  alao 
build  a  new  market  for  British  Co- 
lumbia flsh.  lumber,  fruit,  agricul- 
tural products,  and  the  influence  of 
northern  prosperity  would  be  felt  in 
all  parts  of  the  Proviric*.

Years 


Engineer  Here 
Has .  Spent  Many 
in  India — Problem 


of  Gauges  Is  Acute 
frfflfflixH  Rails  Dangrrou* 

An  Anglo-Indian  visitor  of  many 
years'  residence  In  that  country  la 
Mr.  Edward  J.  Verrleres.  of  the  Island 
of  Jersey,  who  has  arrived  at  the 
Dominion  Hotel. 

Mr.  Yerneres  was  engaged  in  rail- 
way engineering  In  many  parts  of  the 
Indian  peninsula,  and  he  had  come 
Interesting  ubaervallana  tu  make  In 
connection  with  the  strange  pranks 
which  the  extreme  heat  of  Indian  sun- 
shine play  on  the  rails. 

The  steel  surfers  greatly  from 
"creeping"  rails.  which  Jeopatdlxe 
traffic,  the  strange  experience  being 
that  one  rail  moves  one  way  and  the 
other  in  the  opposite  direction,  so 
that  unless  the  tracks  are  carefully 
safeguarded,  there  Is  grave  danger 
of  train  wrecks.  This  atmospheric 
Influence  alao  deflects  bridge  girders, 
and  similar  structures,  making  the 
situation  of  remarkable  menace. 

Just  like  Australia,  there  are  a 
number  of  gauges  In  use,  ranging 
from  two  feet  six  Inches  to  Ave  feet 
six  Inches.  Problems  of  Interchange 
of  traffic  are  consequently  quite 
serious. 

Mr.  Verrieres  says  that  the  un- 
certainty of  employment  In  India  for 
Kuropeans  has  resulted  In  a  steady 
decline  In  Britishers  who' are  willing 
to  commence  a  career  In  that  coun- 
try. It  is  necessary  now  to  hold  out 
Inducements  In  order  to  get  the  young 
men  to  enter  the  Oovernment  service 
He  has  no  confidence  in  the  Chelms 
ford  Montagu  reforms,  declaring  lhat 
the  majority  of  Indians  are  not  ready 
for  self-government,  mid  that  the 
best -governed  sections  are  the  feuda- 
tory states  under  the  absolute  gov- 
ernment of  their  native  rulers. 

Since  retirement  from  the  service 
Mr.  Yerrlere*  has  been  studying  en- 
gineering works  of  Importance  In 
c.inads.  and  has  been  much  struck 
with  the  magnitude  of  the  grain  traf- 
fic at  the  head  of  the  Oreat  l^ikes.

nald  Norton,  reading  from  his  report. 
He  added  that  a  city  doctor  was 
brought  out  to  hypnotise  Sing. 

On  May  1,  Commissioner  H.  O 
McDonald,  and  Chief  Murdock.  of  the 
Point  Orey  police,  viaited  the  houee. 
aald  Norton.  Sing  wa*  that  evening 
taken  to  an  automobile  and  arrom- 
panted  by  Norton.  Sergeant  Pt>rry 
Klrkham.  of  the  Point  Orey  police, 
and  the  driver  of  the  car.  taken  to  a 
deatinatlon,  according  to  witness.  He 
explained  that  he  held  the  Chinaman 
nnd.  fearing  passer«by  might  see  the 
blindfolded  man.  took  him  into  the 
l.uahe*  He  stated  that  Chief  Mur- 
dock signalled  him  to  leave  Sing 
Norton  then  left.

she  saw  M.  B.  Jackson,  K.C..  of  Vic- 
toria, twice  in  Robinson's  office.  The 
first  time,  ahe  testified.  waa  three 
weeks  after  the  abduction.  On  the 
next  occasion,  ahe  said,  she  overheard 
volcea.  and  that  of  Mr.  Jackson  say- 
ing $1,600  to  12.000.  and  Robinson's 
reply:  'it  Is  not  a  matter  of  a  bribe. 
It  is  Justice  and  the  reward  I  am 
after."  This  conversation,  she  said, 
waa  not  long  before  Sing  waa  released. 

On  another  occasion,  testified  Mrs. 
Donnelly,  she  overheard  a  long  dla- 
tance  conversation  between  Robinson 
and  Jackson.  She  elated  that  Cowper 
waa  present.  She  was  not  sure 
whether  Robinson  said  "bring  some 
money"  or  "how  about  money."  This 
occurred  not  loqg  before  the  China- 
man waa  releaaed.  she  said. 

Inspector  Forbes  Cruiekshank.  of 
the  Provincial  police,  waa  brought 
from  his  home,  where  he  had  been 
confined  on  account  of  a  bad  leg.  to 
the  witness  stand. 

"How  waa  the  first  abduction  en- 
gineered?" aaked  Mr.  Bird. 

"I  don't  consider  It  was  an  abduc- 
tion." aald  the  Inspector.  Wltneas 
considered  the  detention  an  lntervl«w. 

The  witness  stated  that  he  had 
nothing  to  do  with  M.  B.  Jackson. 
K  C  .  in  the  Janet  Smith  case. 

Wong  Koon  Sing  was  called  as  the 
first  wltneas.  He  wa*  sworn  on  the 
heathen  oath.  He  wrote  hia  name  on 
a  sheet  of  paper  which  he  burned, 
saying  as  he  did  so  that  he  knew  his 
soul  would  be  burned  In  the  same 
way  If  he  did  not  tell  the  truth. 

On  March  20.  the  night  of  the  ab- 
duction. Wong  described  how  he  had 
been  seized  while  in  the  basement  of 
the  Baker  home,  dragged  outside  to 
an  automobile  after  shackles  had 
been  placed  on  his  ankles  and  his 
bands  tied  behind  his.  back. 

The  witness  described  the  automo- 
bile ride  and  finally  hi*  arrival  at  the 
house  where  he  was  held  captive  until 
May  1.

In  the  house  where  he  waa 
confined  and  chained  he  could  not 
recognize  his  keepers,  as  they  were 
always  covered  from  head  to  foot 
with  white  coats  reaching  their  knees. 
Their  faces  were  covered  with  the  ex- 
ception of  their  eyes  and  mouth, 
where  holes  had  been  cut  in  the  cloth. 
He  could  only  recognise  them  by  their 
build. 

Wong's  evidence  followed  closely 
thst  at  the  preliminary  hearing. 

In  answer  to  a  question  Wong  said 
that  he  had  been  previously  kld- 
nspped.  Me  could  not  remember  the 
dste.  but  It  was  Tuesday  night  after 
Janet  Smith's  death  and  the  Inquest: 
The  court  overruled  sn  objection  of 
Crown  counsel  that  the  witness  should 
not  tell  his  story  of  this  Incident. 

Previous  Kidnapping 

Wong  then  related  how  he  was 
aelzed  at  the  corner  of  Carrall  and 
Cordova  Streets  and  put  In  an  auto- 
mobile in  which  were  seated  two 
other  persons.  He  recognized  the 
man  who  took  him  to  the  car,  and 
had  seen  him  in  court  this  morning, 
officer  John  Hannnh  was  called  and 
wsa  Immediately  identified  by  Wong. 

Wong  also  recognized  one  of  the 
prisoners,  the  elder  Robinson,  as  the 
man  who  struck  him  while  he  was  In 
the  car.  On  this  occasion  he  did  not 
know  where  he  was  taken,  but  it  was 
somewhere  in  the  city.  He  was  in  a 
dark  room  and  kept  there  three  or 
four  hour*.  In  the  room  nt  the  time 
were  nine  men.  Including  Hannah. 
Robinson  and  three  Chinese. 

Mr.  Bird  cross-examined  Wong  at 
great  length  on  what  be  b.id  seen  and 
heard  during  the  time  he  was  held 
captive.  Before  closing  Mr.  Bird 
•>sked  the  witness: 

"Did  a  Chlnarhsn  come  to  see  you 
before  the  kidnapping,  and  offer  you 
protection  on  behalf  of  the  Provin- 
cial Police  If  you  would  tell  your 
story?" 

Court    Rebuke*  Counsel 

"This  I*  absolute  nonsense."  Inter- 
rupted the  Judge,  "If  you  have  that 
evidence,  produce  the  Chinaman  and 
let  him  testify  In  the  box.  What 
nny  Chinaman  said  to  witness  la  not 
evidence.  A  boy  studying  In  his  first 
year  of  lew  would  know  that." 

Wong  was  then  requested  to  Iden- 
tify from  among  Provincial  police- 
men who  psraded  In  the  courtroom, 
the  officer*  who  were  present  when  he 
wan  interrogated  st  headquarters  In 
the  courthouse  the  night  of  his  first 
arrest  He  walked  over  and  picked 
out  Constsble*  Cruick*hsnks  and 
Hannah,  and  later  pointed  to  Ser- 
ge* nt  Ss»n  North  He  Indicated  Os- 
car Robinson  In  the  box  as  one  of 
the  men  who  wa*  there  at  the  time, 
remarking  thst  there  were  three 
Chinamen  who  were  not  In  the  court- 
room

In  order  to  assure  better  control 
of  stallions  and  bulls  grazing  at  large 
on  open  range*  and  highways  in 
British  Columbia  during  closed  sea- 
sons, aa  well  as  to  render  more  effec- 
tive the  control  of  the  wlld-horae 
menace  of  the  open  ranges  In  the  In- 
terior of  the  Province,  three  amend- 
ments to  exiatlng  regulations  were  In- 
troduced In  the  Legislature  yesterday. 
Hon.  K.  D.  Barrow.  Minister  of  Agri- 
culture, presented  amendments  to  the 
Animals  Act  and  the  Trespass  Act. 
and  Hon.  T.  D.  Pattullo,  Minister  of 
I>ands.  presented  an  amendment  to 
the  Grazing  Act. 

Kffectlve  work  to  control  low- 
ranging  stallions  and  bulla  has  been 
accomplished  during  the  last  icason 
by  the  Government,  but  the  thorough 
control  of  the  situation  in  the  In- 
terest* of  owners  of  good  horasa  and 
beef  cattle  can  be  rendered  under  the 
proposed  amendments,  it  was  stated. 

It  haa  been  found  that  fully  twenty 
per  cent  of  all  wild  horses  on  the  open 
ranges  are  stallions  more  or  less  dan- 
gerous and  vicious.  Every  wild  horse 
can  be  replaced  by  at  least  two  head 
of  good  .  ••tie  and  thousands  of  acres 
of  good  early  grass  for  Spring  grac- 
ing as  well  aa  of  mountain  meado* 
areas  for  Fall  use  can  be  saved  .o 
raise  useful  and  profitable  beef  and 
horses.

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The    Montreal    Gaaelte    prints  the 
following  Interesting  account  of  how 
Fashion   has  adapted   herself  to  the 
needs  and   comforts  of   hunting  and 
fishing: 

"How  women  tourists  from  the 
I'nited  States  have  Introduced  prac- 
tical stvle-notes  Into  the  hiking* 
wardrobes  of  many  Cansdlan  women 
and  how  they  have  trained  French 
and  Indian  guides  to  become  expert 
cooks,  are  revelations  made  by  the 
Quebec  Association  for  the  Protection 
of  Fiah  and  Game.  Only  recently  have 
the  majority  of  women  hunters  and 
anglers  from  the  country  to  the  South 
and  from  the  Dominion,  learned  that 
high  heels  form  leaks  In  canvaa 
canoea  and  that  skirts  are  ridiculously 
out  of  place  In  the  woods.  J.  H.  Innes, 
the  secretary  of  the  Association, 
stated  yeaterday  The  desirability  of 
low-heeled  shoes,  of  the  type  that 
have  been  worn  In  the  8tatea  for  many 
years,  when  country  Jaunts  are  being 
made,  was  first  shown  by  the  Ameri- 
can women,  who,  glad  to  don,  also, 
the  rough  Canadian  woollens,  have 
popularised  the  coarser  materials  for 
knickers. 

"Although  women  from  the  far.  far 
South  are  familiar  with  dress  require 
merits  In  this  country,  many  of  th«m, 
even  at  the  present  time,  expect  to 
see  many  more  Indians  In  the  Prov- 
ince of  Quebec,  than  they  do  upon 
their  arrival  here.  The  abaence  of 
large  numbers  of  red  men  from  the 
streets  of  Montreal.  Is  the  reason  why 
one  American  said  Just  recently  to  the

"But  when  the  woman  who  made 
this  remark,  arrived  In  the  woods, 
she  saw  the  Indians'  whom  she  had 
long  been  hoping  to  see.  Like  many 
of  her  sister  hunters,  she  was  not  sat- 
isfied with  allowing  him  to  retain  his 
own  methods  In  cookery.  She  gave 
him  lessons  In  making  many  kinds  of 
dlahea.  including  several  of  a  dainty 
French  variety.  'People  sometimes 
ask."  said  Mr  Innes.  'where  the  resi- 
dent   guides  of    the  Labrador  Coast 


learned  to  cook  as  well  as  chefs  In 
leading  hotels?'  The  women  from  the 
United  States  have  taught  them  how 
to  do  It.  Yet.  when  pieces  of  mooae. 
caribou  or  deer  ore  to  be  roasted,  the 
guides  use  their  own  recipes,  which 
the  tourlsta  frequently  wlah  to  copy. 
A  single  llcenae.  which  la  supplied  by 
the  Government  Office  at  2  St.  James 
Street,  or  by  the  Quebec  Association 
for  the  Protection  of  Fish  and  Game, 
permits  the  person  to  whom  It  Is 
Issued,  to  kill  one  moose,  two  deer 
and  two  caribou. 

Many  Inquiries 
"Kven  hunters  who  have  vlaited  the 
province  before,  find  difficulty  In 
planning  the  necessities  of  a  party  of 
two,  four  or  six  persons  on  a  trip. 
The  secretary  of  the  association,  who 
gives  advice  gratuitously.  Is  almost 
overwhelmed  with  Inquiries  from  the 
United  States  at  the  present  time.  A 
train  from  New  York  City,  whose  bag- 
gage car  carried  thlrty-aaven  rifles, 
arrived  with  several  parties  of  hunters 
and  fishermen  this  week  in  Montreal. 
None  of  the  parties  knew  where  to 
secure  licenses  'We  finally  decided.' 
ssid  one  of  the  visitors,  to  go  to  a 
place  where  there  are  brains,  at  least. 
So  we  Inquired  at  McOIII  University, 
and  someone  told  us  where  to  get 
them.' 

Discard  High  Heels 

"Although  a  few  of  the  American 
women,  forgetful  of  mosquitoes,  have 
set  out  on  hiking'  tours  In  this  prov- 
ince during  the  past  Summer,  without 
having  selected  heavy  hosiery'  in  place 
of  silk,  those  who  have  come  during 
the  last  few  weeks,  have  brought 
sturdy  apparel.  Only  two  years  ago, 
the  majority  of  the  visitors  did  not 
know  what  jiort  of  arlothlng  to  bring. 
A  few  of  the  women  still  favor  French 
heels,  but  they  do  not  Journey  far  be- 
fore they  secure  brogues.  Speaking 
of  the  types  of  sport  the  women  pre- 
fer, the  secretary  said  that  most  of 
thetn  go  on  fishing  trips  while  the 
men  In  their  parties  are  hunting.  The 
number  of  women  who  hbnt  Is  still 
small,  but  It  la  Increasing  from  year 
to  year."

The  only  thing  that  the  Premier 
hud  said  In  hta  speech  of  the  previous 
day  had  been  his  adherence  to  the 
abaentee  voting  syatem,  aald  Mr. 
Twlgg.  The  Premier  had  also  en- 
dorsed, at  a  bunquet  of  the  Union  of 
Municipalities,  a  continuance  of  the 
uae  of  stool  pigeon*.  Thla  waa  In 
keeping  with  his  endorsement  of  ab- 
aentee voting,  which  was  the  moat 
outrageous  manner  of  exercising  the 
franchise,  and  especially  waa  the  way 
In  which  the  absentee  voting  had  been 
carried  out  open  to  criticism. 

In  the  recent  Federal  election,  ex- 
amination of  the  liata  used  In  the 
Provincial  election  the  previous  year 
had  disclosed  that  In  Vancouver  there 
werev  nearly  2.100  namea  that  could 
not  be  checked  up  with  realdanta  at 
the  addresses  given.  It  would  have 
been  Impossible  to  have  dona  ao.  be- 
cause many  voters  ware  registered  as 
residing  on  Mul^eun  playgrounds, 
others  In  Hurrurd  Inlet  and  still 
others  In  the  Georgia  Street  viaduct.

1»24.  and  another  at 
Revelatoke." 

Motor  I...H  i  .  Tax 
Mr.  Twlgg  aald  he  would  offer  a  sug- 
gestion to  the  Government  In  the  form 
of  constructive  criticism.  He  thought 
that  It  would  be  wisdom  on  the  part 
-of  the  Government  to  impoae  a  wheel 
tax  for  a  small  amount  on  motor  tour- 
ists. They  came  here,  used  the  roads, 
were  provided  with  free  camp  sites, 
and  except  for  the  amount  collected 
In  gasoline  tax  on  gaaoline  used,  con- 
tributed nothing.  Hrltlsh  Columbia 
was  an  attractive  place,  und  these 
motor  tourlats  should  pay  for  their 
enjoyment  of  It.  He  would  muke  a 
tax.  a  light  one.  but  he  thought  that 
considerable  revenue  could  be  derived 
from  It.  and  thla  could  be  used  to  pay 
Interest  and  sinking  fund  on  a  capital 
fund  for  capita*  expenditures  on 
roads,  which  ahould  be  administered 
by  a  road  commission.  He  believed 
that  the  Government  ahould  Inatltute 
some  sort  of  Inspection  service  for  free 
automobile  camps,  especially  from  a 
health  standpoint. 

At  considerable  length  the  speaker 
dealt  with  the  granting  of  a  foreshore 
lease  to  Japanese  at  Royston.  This, 
he  declared,  had  been  done  despite 
the  protest  of  the  white  residents  of 
the  district.  It  would  have  been  an 
unwise  thing  to  have  granted  the 
licence  at  all.  but  it  waa  an  Iniquitous 
proceeding  to  have  granted  it  to 
Orlentala.  _ 

The  leaae.  he  said,  had  been  granted 
at  the  requeat  of  the  member  for 
Comox  (Mr.  P.  P.  Harrison)  and  In 
replying  to  thoae  who  protested 
against  it  being  Issued  the  Premier 
had  made  a  mlaatatement  of  facts.  He 
had  told  the  citlxens  of  Royston  that 
the  leaae  had  already  been  granted, 
but  at  the  time  he  wrote  th*  letter 
the  lease  had  not  been  completed.  He 
believed  that  the  Premier  was  misin- 
formed as  to  the  facts. 

University  Site 
In  connection  with  the  construction 
of  the  I'nlverslty  of  Rritlsh  Columbia, 
said  Mr  Twlgg.  the  I'nlverslty  Loan 
Hill  of  1920  provided  that  no  expendi- 
tures should  be  made  without  the  au- 
thority of  an  order-ln-councll.  No 
order-ln-councll  had  been  made  au- 
thorizing expenditures  until  June  of 
this  year. 

Reference  having  been  made  the 
previous  day  by  the  leader  of  the  Op- 
position to  drinking  on  election  day 
in  the  I,lheral  Committee  Rooms  In 
Greenwood  during  the  Grand  Forks- 
Greenwood  by-electlon.  Hon.  Dr.  Mac- 
Lean.  Minister  of  Finance,  rose  and 
asked  permlaaion  to  categorically  deny 
the  allegation  that  he  waa  present 
when  any  drinking  was  going  on,  or 
his  knowledge  or  consent. 

Mr.  Pooley  replied:  "I  waa  In  the 
committee  rooms  at  your  Invltatloi 
and  you  were  with  me,  and  I  saw 
men  drinking  In  the  vault  of  the 
room." 

Hon.  Dr.  Mael^enn-  "I  want  to  say 
that  If  such  waa  the  case  It  wo*  not 
with  my  knowledge,  or  with  my  con- 
aent.  I  knew  nothing  about  It  and 
did  not  see  It." 

A  1-ooaJ  Case 
Continuing.  Mr.  Twlgg  said  that 
there  had  been  an  Incident  in  the 
Parliament  Hulldlng  which  showed 
that  the  preaence  of  liquor  could  be 
eaaily  detected  at  times.  An  old  em- 
ployee of  the  Government,  a  man 
with  twenty-six  years  honorable  serv- 
ice to  hla  credit,  had  been  discharged 
because,  while  he  was  In  a  room,  a 
number  of  others  had  come  In  and 
some  person  had  brought  a  bottle  of 
beer  or  more  potent  refreshment  and 
It  had  been  consumed. 

Thla  man  had  been  dismissed  with- 
out a  hearing  by  a  deputy  mlnlater. 
Any  man.  especially  one  with  such  a 
nne  record  of  service,  was  entitled  to 
a  hearing. 

Attack  on  Brewer 
The  speaker  said  he  regretted  the 
absence  of  the  Attorney-General,  for 
he  wished  to  say  something  of  the  nd- 
mlnletratlon  of  his  department  The 
manner  In  which  the  liquor  and  beer 
control  was  being  curried  out  waa  for 
from  satisfactory.  The  control  of 
the  beer  situation  In  Vancouver 
seemed  to  be  in  the  hands  of  a  man 
med  Relfel,  a  brewer.  It  was  sug- 
gested that  a  ring  controlled  |>y  thla 
man  had  almost  created  a  monopoly 
In  the  aale  of  bear  In  Vancouver, 
with  the  result  that  the  quality  of 
beer  was  not  as  good  aa  it  should  be 
for  the  prices  charged.  Humor  had 
it  that  thia  Relfel  practically  con- 
trolled sixty  of  the  licences  for  beer 
in  Greater  Vancouver 

Me  was  told,  and  while  his  Infor- 
mation might  not  be  right,  still  the 
belief  existed,  thst  one  reason  why 
neither  sandwiches  or  cigars  could 
he  purchased  in  beer  parlors  was  that 
It  would  detract  from  and  reduo*  the 
aale  of  beer  and  thus  reduce  Mr  Hei- 
fers profits. 

After  referring  to  the  closing  of 
the  New  Westminster  brewary.  which, 
tie  aald.  waa  not  aatlsfsctorlly  ex- 
plained In  the  ovid.ace  In  the- pot  Ire 
court  pri .<  -eedlnga  Mr.  Twlgg  declared 
that  r.  beer  licence  had  been  refuser] 
to  th*  Helfway  House,  near  Esqui- 
mau, on  application  of  a  man  named 
Pston  but  later  ft  waa  granted  to  htm 
and  was  Immediately  transferred  to  a 
former  member  of  the  LlOunr  <  .ntrol 

B--a»d  who  was  at  the  time  an  em- 
ployee of  th*  Government 

A   man  named   Levy   had  been  re 


fused  a  licence  on  the  Malahat  for 
an  hotel,  and  was  told  that  no  beer 
shnpa  would  be  permitted  on  the  high- 
way, but  later  on  a  licence  was 
granted  to  a  place  at  Mill  Bay  which 
was  not  even  an  hotel 

Peace  River  Block 
Mr.  Twigg  said  that  he  would  make 
another   constructive    buggestlon.  It 
was  that  the  Premier  take  action  to 

recover  from  the  Dominion  Govern- 
ment the  Peuce  River  block,  which 
had  been  transferred  In  trust  to  the 
Federal  Government  to  be  used  for 
railway  purposes  The  Dominion  had 
not  utilized  it  for  the  '  purpose  for 
which  It  had  been  given,  und  should 
return  it  or  give  railway  transporta- 
tion to  the  area,  which  he  thought 
might  be  done  by  connecting  with  the 
P.O.E. 

Dealing  further  with  the  Grand 
Forks-Greenwood  election.  Mr.  Twlgg 
charged  that  the  farmers  had  been 
Intimidated  by  a  Government  em- 
ployee who  had  told  them  that  It  was 
the  Intention  of  the  Government  to 
press  for  the  immediate  payment  of 
Irrigation  nrrears  unless  they  voted 
for  the  Liberal  candidate.  Mr.  Mc- 
Pherson.  Just  prior  to  the  election, 
he  said,  action  had  been  taken  against 
one  farmer,  as  a  warning  to  others. 
This  had  been  discontinued  two  days 
before  the  election.  The  farmers  had 
been  told  that  there  was  no  use  them 
promising  to  vote  Liberal  and  not  do- 
ing so,  because  It  would  be  possible 
to  tell  how  they  voted.  The  ballots 
were  small,  folded  but  once,  and  hard 
pencils  had  been  provided,  so.  de- 
clared the  speaker,  it  was  Indeed  eaay 
to  detect  how  voters  exercised  their 
franchise. 

in  addition  to  this  intimidation  of 
the  farmers."  a  promise  of  $5,000  for 
Irrigation  purposes  had  been  made  on 
the  eve  of  the  election. 

In  addition  the  chief  law  officer  of 
the  Crown,  the  Attorney-General,  had 
stood  on  the  public  platform  and  had 
made  a  promise  of  further  benefits 
if  the  Liberals  were  elected.  In 
order  that  there  might  be  no  mistake, 
said  Mr.  Twlgg.  he  would  read  from  a 
memorandum  made  ut  the  time  of  the 
speech  of  Mr.  Manson:  "I  am  In- 
formed by  Dr.  Sutherland  that  there 
is  $6,000,000  asked  for  in  exceas  of  the 
amount  available  for  public  works. 
We  might  as  well  be  frank  about  It; 
is  It  reasonable  to  suppose  that  your 
good  friend  Mr.  Mcpherson  can  get 
more  for  you  than  would  be  a  man 
who  is  sitting  to  the  left  of  the 
Nneaker?" 

Defend*  Doukhobors 

Another  feature  of  the  campaign, 
charged  Mr.  Twlgg.  was  the  "deliber- 
ate nnd  diabolical  persecution  of  the 
Doukhobors.  There  was  nothing  like 
It  In  the  history  of  the  Lngllsh-speak- 
Irg  race. 

The  Doukhobors  were  not  like  Ca- 
nadians either  in  their  religion  or 
ways  of  living,  but  they  were  an  In- 
dustrious people,  a  people  whose  re- 
ligion did  not- permit  them  to  smoke, 
drink  or  eat  meat.  They  were  good 
farmers,  and  they  kept  their  homes 
clean.  They  did  not  want  to  send 
their  children  to  school  because  they 
claimed  that  they  might  learn  the 
things  which  they  objected  to.  The 
problem  of  forcing  them  to  send  the 
boys  and  girls  to  school  waa  an  old 
one.  and  for  yeara  it  had  been  left 
pretty  much  alone.  In  1»22.  however, 
the  School  Hoard  of  Grand  Forks 
took  steps  to  fine  aome  of  them  for 
not  doing  ao.  and  had  a  warrant  or 
execution  Issued  agalnat  their  prop- 
erty to  collect  the  fines  amounting  to 
approxlmutely  $200. 

"The  Provincial  Police  would  not 
aervs  the  warrant,"  said  the  speaker 


atlon  is  entirely  satisfactory  then  it 
may  well  b'o  that  It  ia  desirable  to 
cultivate  It  by  giving  some  conalder- 
aUon  to  the  remktaion  of  the  penalty." 

Continuing.  Mr.  Twigg  said  that 
nothing  had  been  done  further  in  the 
matter  until  the  eve  of  the  by-electlon 
laat  Spring  when  Mr.  McPheraon.  be- 
fore accepting  the  Liberal  nomina- 
tion, had  'hot-footed"  to  Victoria  and 
had  conferred  with  the  Attorney- 
General  on  the  aubject.  and  returned 
to  Grand  Forka  and  had  addrcaaed  a 
special  meeting  of  the  achool  board 
where  It  waa  agreed  that  no  publicity 
would  be  given  to  the  proceedlnga. 

Later  the  secretary  of  the  school 
board,  who  waa  a  Liberal,  had  writ- 
ten to  the  Attorney-General.  In  pant 
the  letter  had  stated: 

"The  cltlzena  consider  the  present 
time  the  most  opportune  that  has 
ever  presented  itaelf,  not  only  from 
the  standpoint  of  existing  condltlona 
and  predlcamenta  of  the  Doukhobors. 
but  also  from  the  standpoint  of  the 
necesaity.  the  feasibility  of  action  and 
the  prospecta  of  gratifying  results  to 
the  Government." 

"The  campaign."  charged  the 
apeaker.  "was  deliberately  undertaken 
to  help  out  the  Government  candidate 
at  the  election." 


Arrests  were  made  and  fines  were 
imposed  amounting  to  approximately 
$3,500. 

The  Government  waa  issuing  a  pub- 
lication, and  in  this,  said  Mr.  Twlgg. 
it  waa  stated  that  no  personal  effects 
of  the  Doukhobors  had  been  taken. 
This  statement  waa  contrary  to  the 
facts,  and  he  read  from  the  published 
advertisement  of  the  Government  at 
the  time  of  the  aale,  quoting  different 
items  Including  foodstuffs,  farm  im- 
plement*, shirts.  handkerchiefs! 
clothing,  kitchen  utensila  and  other 
commodities.  *■ 

The  same  Government  publication 
stated  that  the  goods  seised  were  ap- 
praised .t  $6,000.  but  he  had  been 
told  by  Caaakoff.  the  Doukhobor 
leader,  that  they  were  valued  at 
more^than  $16,000.  They  had  been 
sold  for  about  $8,300. 

The  Doukhobors  had  told  him.  said 
Mr  Twlgg.  that  they  had  left  their 
own  country  to  escape  persecution 
and  had  sought  freedom  under  the 
Hrltlsh  flag,  but  that  the  raid*  of  the 
Turks  and  the  Russians  had  not  been 
worse  than  the  seizure  of  their  effects 
by  the  Hrltlsh  Columbia  Government 

In  April.  i»24.  said  Mr  Twlgg 
Peter  Veregln.  Doukhobor  leader  had 
written  to  Premier  Oliver  asking  for 
protection  from  the  "nudes"  or  "an 
archlat"  Doukhobors.  who.  he  aald 
were  responsible  for  the  burning  of 
the  school  buildings,  and  expressing 
a  fear  that  If  any  attempt  was  made 
to  use  the  community  houses  for 
school  purposes  they  would  be 
burned  with  consequent  loss  of  life 
The  Doukhobor  leader  had  asked 
that  these  people  be  removed  and 
had  promised  to  give  ,he,r  n.mM  M 
the  Government  would  s*od  In  «n 
inspector. 

Premier  Oliver:  "Not  the  names  of 
those  who   burned   the  schools." 

Mr  Twlgg  read  extracts  from  the 
letter,  one  of  which  was  "If  fhe  t5ov- 
ernment  will  appoint  an  Inspector  to 
Pick  MM  the  'nude..'  or  m  other 
word,  anarchist*.

Walters  in  all  the  large  restaurants 
where  champaigne  la  served  receive 
dally  quotations  on  the  clearlnc 
house  rates,  the  cork  prices  vary- 
ing from  two  pence  to  six  pence 
each.
